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PRACTICAL FAR 


HANDLING AND FEEDING. 
Few farmers realize how greatly cows 
can be improved by judicious handling 
and feeding, and how much depends on 
kind and gentle treatment. One of the 
most important things is regularity in 
feodings. The digestive apparatus ia a 
wonderful machine, and if we bear in 
mind that it must be supplied with the 
kind of nutrients needed for the elab- 
oration of milk, and that if we compel 
it to work over a lot of material which 
it cannot use in manufacturing milk, 
we hinder the maximum amount of milk 
secretion. In order that all the ener- 
By expended in digesting will accom- 
plish the best results we should care- 
fully study the nutriments contained 


ING. 


in the ordinary food stuffs, and see 
that cows are not allowed to fill them 
selves with worthless material, such as 
straw and frosted corn stalks. Barly 
out and welr cured corn stalks and fod- 
der corn are excellent feed if proper- 
ly balanced with grain. The food of 
bodily maintenance for cows is very 
easily supplied by a daily feed of from 
thirteen to eighteen pounds of stover 
or corn fodder, and if this is run 
through a cutting machine and mixed 
with a grain ration, composed of bran, 
barley and oats, giving each cow as 
muoli as she will eat up clean, good re- 


‘sults can be secured if a few points 


are watched closely. 
‘Feed twice a day at stated times. 
Commence feeding the ration when the 


cow is fresh, and if the cow coines in 
in the fall continue the same ration all 
winter, seeing that she is fed and milk- 
ed exactly at the same time every day. 
By this method the flow can be kept 
up all winter. During warm days an 
hour’s outing in the yard while the 
barn or stable is being cleaned and 
aired will be beneficial to the cows; but 
during cold weather cows will do bet- 
ter by being left in the barn. Cows 
should be provided with fresh water at 
least once a day during wintert. The 
water should be warmed if it is so cold 
that they cannot drink freely and feel 
comfortable. In short, they should be 
made pextectlystcor faeale and satis- 
fied. Irregular milking causes well fed 
cows to lay on flesb. Dairy bred cows 
are more jntelligent than ordinary 
stock, and on that account are not sat- 
isfied with the kind of treatment that 
is measured out to natives. They will 
take offense at things which an ignor- 
ant scrub would be satisfied with. For 
this reason a man who thinks that all 
these notions about balanced rations, 
comfortable quarters, kind treatment 
and regularity are nonsense bad bet- 
ter not invest in good stock or evir 
breed to improved sires, for unless he is 
determined to adopt improved meth- 
ods, he will get little satisfaction out 
of improved stock. On the other hand, 
if he is willing to adopt better meth- 
ods and study the art of breeding and 
feeding stock in such a way that the 
largest measure of success is assured, 
he will find that well-bred dairy stock 
is about the most profitable thing on 
thé farm. Dairy sires can now be se- 
cured at very moderate figures, and 
by securing a good one now in a few 
years’ time a dairy herd can be built 
up which will yield double the return 
that can be secured from natives or 
grade beef stock. 


FINISHING OFT BEEF CATTLE. 

Perhaps on general principles twelve 
to ‘twenty-four months is long enough 
to keep a bullock profitably. As the 
value of beef cattle of the same qual- 
ity varies considerably during each 
year, a well-kept fleshy, yearling steer 
or heifer, will yield a much larger 
amount of money to the owner at that 
age than the same would months after- 
ward, with its increased growth, says 
W. T. Taylor. 

Hence the advantage of keeping stock 
all the time in condition, ready to take 


advantage of these varying circum- 
stances. ‘hia cannot be dong if we at- 
tempt to follow the ancient custom of 
growing before fattening and finish- 
ing our cattle for the market. Rich 
and strong grain need not necessarily 
be fed in quantities that would be de- 
trimental to later growth, should we 
decide to carry our cattle beyond the 
two-year limit, and at the same time 
enough can be fed to have them ready 
and desirable to the slaughterer and 
perfectly satisfactory to the consumer. 
When the market price and other cir- 
cumstances demand longer feeding,care- 
ful and judicious precautions in select~ 
ing stock will insure a continued 
growth and improvement, to repay all 
the food and care we bestow, although 
we may safely calculate that less again, 
as a rule, will come as a greater age 
is attained. But as an offset to this 
loss, there is generally a better demand 
and advanced price for the more matur- 
ed ee than there is for one of less 
e and feeling. 
we The final effort in fattening for the 
market need or ought not to occupy a 
great length of time. If the bullock 
bas had such attention as to insure 
the proper and steady development we 
are seeking, and such condition of flesh 
has been secured as to be in fair shape 
for the butcher at any time, and an 
additional season of fattening is desir- 
ed, one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty days is long enough. Give during 
this time, or as soon during this per- 
iod as we have brought our cattle safe- 
ly to the point, all the grain of any 
kind that is available that they will con- 
sume, and pasture or other similar feed 
with the grain. A 
The best plan in my experience, when 
full feeding, is to place the grain in a 
suitable position and allow constant ac- 
cess to it. This plan requires less la- 
bor, and the food is then partaken at 
such times as the appetite demands it, 
in such quantity as nature indicates. 
Minute details of any particular method 
or fancy scheme of keetoe I have pur- 
posely avoided, for each yreeder must 
supply them by intelligent attention. 
Beany animal disposed of in a thin- 
fleshed condition is at a loss to the 
producer, while by well-managed work 
in increasing growth and quality it 
would insure a profit. Then there will 
be an evener distribution of fat and 
a great improvement in quality.

A BIG COAL MINE ON FIRE 


SERIOUS DISASTER AT SPRINGHILL, 
NOVA SCOTIA. 


A Raging Furnace Below Ground—Fortan 
ate Escape of the Miners—lhe Fire 
Caused by an Overheated Steam Pipe— 
Hundreds of Men May be Out of Em- 
ployment for Months, 

A despatch from Halifax says:—A 
serious fire started on Friday in the 
east slope of the Springhill mine, and 
threatens its destruction. While the 
fire has not got a foothold in the west 
slope, it is raging so fiercely alongside 
of it that it is feared it will also suf- 
fer seriously from the conflagration. It 
is considered that it will be a hard 
fight to save it, but the miners, are 
working desperately to keep the 
flames from spreading further. The 
other slope, the north one, is not in 
immediate danger. 

THE MINERS’ ESCAPE. 

The fire originated in an 800-foot lev- 
el, and was caused by the pipe-way car- 
rying steam into the mines to operate 
the machinery becoming overheated. A 
large gang of men were at work at 
the time. At ‘the first indication of 
danger they made a rush to escape, and 
all reached the surface safely. The 
flames spread quickly to the 1,300-foot 
level, which it has now converted into 
& raging furnace. Flames are issuing 
from every opening to the slope. Two 
cupolas were burned down, anda bank- 
head had to be torn away. ifforts 
were made to preyent air from enter- 
ing the mine, every opening ‘being 
closed, but so far this has been ineffect- 
ual in staying the work of the fire. 

The men were placing themselves in 
great danger while performing this 
work, and the peril finally became so 
great that they had to be called away. 

AN EXPLOSION FEARED. 

It wasfeared an explosion would oc- 
cur. So far, however, there has been 
none, but a most disastrous one may 
occur’ pt any moment. ‘It is stated 
that the east slope will be unworkable 
for some time, and may even have to 
be abandoned. At times flames shoot 
one hundred feet into the air from the 
main opening to the mine. The dis- 
aster will be a terrible one to Spring- 
hill, a town of 6,000 people, supported 
wholly by the men working in the

For the guidance 
of those who might be disposed to try 
the method, {t must be added that in 
working a bath of 8,000 liters of brine, 
in which 1,000 kilos of moat may be im- 
mersed, the current may be of 100 am- 
peres, with an electromotive foros of eight 
yolts, The electrodes must be of plati- 
num, since if other materinis, such as 
zino or fron, were used, the metal salts 
formed would he injuriona. 


The First Vaccination. 

The first child ever yacoinated, on the 
authority of a tombstone in the church- 
yard of Worth, in Dorsetshire, England, 
was the son of Benjamin Jesty of Donn- 
shay, who died on the 16th of April, 
1816. The inscription on Mr. Jesty’s 
gravestone states that the dcoeased was 


partioularly noted for haying been the 


rst man that introduced the cowpox by 
inoculation, and that he yacoinated his 
wife and two sonsin 1774, or twonty- 
two years before Mr, Edward Jenner 
made his first vaccination on the boy of 
James Phipps on the 14th of May, 1796. 
The doctor inoculated that boy, who 
was eight years of age, with yaccine 
taken from the hands of amilkmaid who 
was suffering from cowpox,and six weeks 
later he tested the effects of his experl- 
ment by Jnooulating the same Jad with 
smallpox. His first case sucoeeded per- 
feotly,the boy belng found to be proof 
against the virus of smallpox, and the 
practico was soon afterwards generally 
adopted,

Folons Scour most frequently on the 
last joint of the fingers or thumb of 


the right hand. They are localized 
aouto inflammations, resulting from the 
Prsence beneath the skin of certain 
poisonous organisms whioh have gained 
dmission through a wound. The wound 
2 vory likely a soratoh, or a prick 80 
» slight and insignificant that one can- 
not rémember having received it. 

Tho first thing that attracts one’s at- 
tention is a small reddened and swol- 
len spot, which is painful when touch- 
ed. In tbe beginning the inflamma- 
tion is just beneath the skin, but if 
not interfered with, it frequently works 
its way deep down below the surface 
and burrows along the bone or tendons 
of the finger. 3 

The superficial felon is the less pain- 
ful. This is located, as a rule, around 
and under the finger-nail, It may ap- 
pear on one or more fingers at the 
same time or in succession, partioular- 
ly if tho bodily system is debilitated. 
The inflammation may }:o slight and 
subside quickly, but frequently it is 
more or less severe and results in the 
formation of a small abscess. 

In the case of enfeebled persons the 
inflammation may cause considerable 
swelling and intense pain, and result 
in the loss of a part or the whole of 
the finger-nail. 


Phe deep felon usually starts on the 
Within aday 
or two the finger becomes painful,tense, 
hot and throbbing. The pain and ten- 
sion rapidly increase—especially when 
the hand hangs at the side—and the 
suffering continues without abatement 
until an abscess has gathered and its 
contents ‘have discharged through an 
opening in the skin. . ee 
For a superficial felon nothing is us- 
ually required but rest of the affect- 
ed part, and a cold application. If an 
abscess has formed, however, hot appli- 
cations should be applied and the pus 
completely remoyed. The application of 
the tincture of iodine, carbolic acid, or 
a blister affords little or no relief. 
In the deep yariety of felon the for- 
mation of an abscess is almost certain, 
and therefore hot applications or poul-

Prophecy. 


The prophecies of Scripture, taken in 
connection with history and the reports 
of modern travellers, afford a remark- 
able proof of the divine inspiration of 
the Bible. The Jewish people in their 
dispersion among all nations, the desol- 
ation of Chaldea and the destruction of 
Babylon, the life of our Saviour, and 
many other events have exactly fulfill- 
ed prophecy, and therefore the student 
of the Bible and of history is presented 
with overwhelming evidence for Chris- 
tianity. In ‘Infidel Testimony,” «a 
pamphlet by H. L. Hastings, Boston, 
we find placed side by side prophecies of 
Seripture and extracts from the writ- 
ings of the great skeptic, Volney, which 
show that noted infidel testified to the 
truth of prophecy. Although his testi- 
mony was unconsciously given it is 
none the less valuable on that account. 
Besides its evidential value prophecy is 
important from the fact that many of its 
ablest students believe the second ad- 
vent of our Lord is not far distant. 
There is much in the prophecies to lead 
theologians to this opinion. The sub- 
ject is,therefore, worthy of careful study, 
and should be given the attention of ey- 
ery sincere inquirer after truth, as well 
as by the Christian, for besides its im- 
portance in the argument for Christian- 
ity, it is the beacon light to point us to 
our Saviour’s coming.

statements appearing in the native news- 
papers of India simply declare them to 
be exaggerations or perversions of fact. 
Private and independent advices con- 
cur in stating that thousands of persons 
are dying from starvation or from weak- 
ness that prevents them from assimilat- 
ing the little food they can obtain, It 
is known that in the district of Jabalpur 
alone, a district which had a population 
* of 2,000,000, 90,000 persons have died. 
Thousands of others will have to perish, 
despite any efforts that may be made to 
succor them. ‘There are people living in 
remote districts, far from the railroads 
‘and other lines of communication, to 
whom it will be impossible to carry food 
until the death lists are enormously 
swollen. 
Large as the existing Indian relief 
system is it is entirely unable to meet a 
famine period which it is estimated will 
extend over the whole of 1897.

Writing on Skins, 

Tho home of vellum asa material of 
writing was Asia, Herodotus tells us (v. 
58) that the Ionians used skins to write 
on because they could not get papyrus. 
Similarly Eumenes If, King of Per- 
gamum, when the jealous Alexandrians 
would not supply papyrus for his new 
library, did the best he could with the 
vellum of his country, and so much im- 


' antelope skins, 


proyed it that it obtained the new name 
of Charter Pegamena from his capital, 
and thence carried down to us the appel- 
Jation of ‘‘parchient.’’ From Sts super- 
jor durability parchment was used, 
though, as it appears, sparingly,in Italy. 
On the contrary, besides the importation 
of manufactured papyrus, the Iatter wag 
also made or remade at Romo as, for 
example, the Charta Fanniana so named 
from the workshops of acertain Fannius, 
To judge from the remains that have 
reached us, in the carly centuries after 
Christ papyrus must haye been by far 
the chief material for writing used over 
all the Roman Empire except in the ex- 
treme cast, till the building of Constan- 
tinople, Shortly before that event arose 
the celebrated library of Pamphilns, at 
Caersarea, in which, as St. Jerome re- 
lates, the later manuscripts at least were 
of yellum, anda process went on for 
many years of copying from papyrus to 
vellum. Then we read of Constantine 
ordering from Eusebius, of Caesarea, 
fifty manuscripts for his naw capital, 
containing the New ‘Testament, for 
which he instructed his Governors of the 
neighboring provinces to supply that 
eminent but shifty man with tne best 
Vellum manuscripts, so 
far as we know, continued to be few and 
rare to tho eighth centary. By that timo 
the capture of Alexandria by the Mo- 
hammedans in 6388 A. D, had produced 
na diminution in the supply of papyrus. 
Nevertheless, the latter material was 
used till the middle of the tenth century, 
when it is caloulated that the manufac- 
turo of it in Egypt ceased. By this time 
thp cursive writing on vellum was in 
full swing. Nota few of such mannu- 
scripts haye survived in the archives of 
Ravenna; homilies of Avitus, sermons 
and epistles of St. Augustine, works of 
Hilary, ‘Antiquities’ of 
various other writings are to be found 
among them. ‘In France papyrus was 
in common use in the sixth century.’’ 
Besides this, cursive writing did not 
first appear in the tenth century perfect 
and complete, as has been popularly 
im gined, but dates back, we do not 
know how long, beforo the Christian era,

POLICE FORCE OF JAPAN. 


Duties of the Patrolmen—The Length of 
Thotr Hair Regulated, 

The police foreo of Japan te a large 
and well-organized department oon 
structed on the French model. In Tokio, 
the anolent Yeddo, which is tho capital 
and seat of government, tho earlieat 
forco of ‘‘watchmen’’ was organized by 
‘‘Kawadzu’’ (tho first Chief of Pollco in 
Japan) on his return from Europe nearly 


force was established on its present foot- 
ing twenty one years ago. It has now a 
strength of 3,474 (221 chief inspectors 
and subinspectors, and 3,253 constables 
or Junsa), Tho Fire Department is also 
under police control. For a slender re- 
muneration a large amount of service is 
expected, says the Sunday at Home. The 
ordinary city policemun is on duty every 
other day for twenty-four hours. Eight 
of these hours he must stand in front of 
one of the little boxes, or kobaneho, of 
which there are 888 in the City of Tokio. 
For eight hours ho niust patrol a cortain 
district, returning to his kobancho, and 
during tho remaining eight hoe may sit 
or lie on a bench within the inner room 
of the kobancho, ready to bo called 
upon atany moment if required. Six 
policemen are attached to each box threa 
by day and threo by night, so that while 
ono is resting a second is on the fixed 
point duty in front of the box, and a 
third is patrolling. 

On his off-duty duys the policeman is 
partially employed in making inquiries, 
serving suminonses, filling in census 
papers or carrying ot:t one or other of the

Effect of Detasseling Corn, 

At various times it has been thought 
that tho removal of tho tassel of the corn 
plant would result in a larger yield 
This was based on the admitted fact that 
a large amount of energy is used in the 
development of tho flower ond the pro 
duction of pollen. A number of tests 
wero made to determine the facts in the 
case. Of course,it was necessary to allow 
enough pollen to be produced to fertilize 
the silks. In most of the tests, theroforc, 
the tassels were removed irom every 
alternate row—pulled out assoon as they 
appeared —or threes rows were detasseled 
and one left untouched. At the Cornell 
station detasseled corn produced a slightly 
greater yield during the first two years, 
but the third year there was practically 
no benefit. In Nebraska, detusscling 
resulted in dnoreared yields, Here the 
tassels were cut off instead of being 
Pulled ont, as was the onase in New 
York. In Maryland the yield was 
decreascd ky the practice. In Kansns the 
detasseled fields produced slightly the 
most corn, In Illinois, tests were made 
@uring two years In both onacs it was 
evident that no greater ylold was proslaced 
by rows that had been detasscleit, It 
will be seen, therefore, that the question 
has by no means been decided, but 
must be more fully investigated, One 
thing, howover. is cortain—ths orlinary 
farmer can with profit leave the matter 
for experiment station men to deter- 
mine.

Some Items of Interest to che Busy 
Business Man. 

The gross earnings of the Grand 
Trunk Railway increased $7,555 for tho 
week ended December 61. 

Stocks of wheat at Port Arthur and 
Fort William are 2,075,568 bushels as 
against 2,101,996 bushels a year ago. 

The stocks of wheat at Toronto are 
265,676 bushels as against 231,737 last 
week and 48,091 bushels a year ago. 

The money market at Toronto is easy 
with call loans quoted at 5 per cent. 
Stocks quiet and firm. A feature is 
the further advance in Postal Tele- 
grapb. 

The net earnings of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway for the month of Novem- 
ber decreased $145,917, as compared with 


last year. From January 1 the net 
earnings increased $371,355, 
‘The deposits of Canadian banks  in- 


creased over $4,000,000 during the month 
of November. Current discounts de- 
creased $1,250,000 and the balance due 
from agencies in the United States in- 
creased nearly $3,000,000. 

During the past week the visible sup-

I took that very bed 
with me and threw it on the ground, 
I prostrated myself and fasted and 
prayed for six days and nights, Dur- 
ing the day some of the low-casta 
Hindoos came into the forest to cut 
wood and would ask me what I was 
doing there. I explained my idea, and 
they were surprised, At the end of 


the sixth day I felt that L was direct- 
ed to start the work among the low- 
caste Hindoos. I pioneered alone. I 
went from village to village. I dress- 
ed like the low castes and worked in 
the fields with them—was 
ONE WITH THEM. 
As we worked I opened my heart and 
took away all their fear. ‘hen I told 
the Army to get to work. We started 
a boom march, and in three weeks’ 
time had 7,000 soldiers, We have five 
boom marches every year now, and [ 
always pioneer for them.” 
“What is a boom march?” asked the 
reporter. ; 
“& boom march is lovely,” unswered 
Major Deva Sundrum, growing excit- 
ed at the very thought of one. “We 
vhave a vast continent to deal with, 
but we are learning where and how 
to attack, and by whom these attacks 
must be made. The lower classes have 
been oppressed for ages, and their con- 
dition verges closely on slavery in its 
relation to the higher castes, We want 
to reach these oppressed ones, so we 
Pioneer a given district for a few 
weeks; experienced sappers and miners 
deal with the villagers, treat with the 
rulers of each community and make 
them willing to accept our teaching. 
Thena large party is organized of from 
40 to 100 officers and cadets, living in 
aon huts and camping in the open,

Sometimes they succeeded and some-| 


February or March—they did not. Oc- 
casionally a farmer, more anxious than 
the average to provide milk for his fam- 
ily during the long winter, would have 
some particular cow that he thought 
better suited by nature to give milk 
in winter than the rest come fresh in 
October, If he was a particularly good 
farmer he would make an extra effort 
to keep up the flow of milk with this 
cow. If he had any “tame” hay, which 
meant in those days Timothy, cut some 
days after the ‘second blow” was off, 
she had some of that with corn fodder 
and cornmeal, He, or his wife, might 
even insist onthe boys scalding or cook- 
ing the meal for her, because she, the 
wife, said it made milk better. Some- 
times, in extreme cases, potatoes were 
added to the daily feed. Now, with all 
this effort, that cow would rapidly 
shrink in milk till toward spring she 
would be just stripping a little and that 
farmer would think himself fortunate 
if she did not»dry up entirely before 
grass grew or he had other fresh cows. 
This cow would be fat—good beef—but 
the farmer would keep her to be fresh 
again the next fall, for she was his 
“winter cow." If any one had told 
farmers in those days that there would 
be more profit in having the whole herd 
fresh in the fail he would have been 
thought an idiot. And if he had said 
that more milk and butter could be got 
out of cows in a year by having them 
fresh in September or October he would 
have been set down as insane. Yet 
this is true, as hundreds of dairymen 
in the country know. Well, what was 
the matter in tiie old times? Why was 
it not true then if it is now? They 
did not feed right. ‘That's the whole 
secret of it. To produce milk, cows 
need foods that contain a good pro- 
portion of albuminoids or protein, and 
not foods that are too carbonaceous. In 
the supposititious case I have given the 
foods were all very carbonaceous.

KITES IN THE SERVICE. 


WIRES ARE CARRIED FROM VESSEL 
TO VESSEL, 


And a Complete Telephone Conneciion 
Established—An English Conumander 
Tries an Experinient Which Works 
Successfully. 

The kite has become a means to the 
transmission of the human voice from 
one warship to another, while the fleet 
is in active service. It is the strang- 
est adjunct the telephone has yet en- 
joyed, but it is none the less valuable. 
Just what can be done has been de- 
monstrated by Commander R. G. O. 
Tupper, of the Royal Navy, at Ports- 
mouth, England. 

The kite used in this experiment was 
of the regulation sort, except that it 
Was minus a tail. 
and three feet wide at the broadest 
point. In place of the tail, the kite car- 
ried two lines, one of which was retain- 
ed on board the Daring, the instruction- 
al torpedo boat destroyer, from which 
the experiments were conducted. No 
little was expected as the result of 
this experiment, but the facts demon- 
strated were, nevertheless, very much 
of asurprise. With the wind between 
the two lines referred to, it was found 
that the kite was-so easily managed 
that it was no trick at all to drop let- 
ters or even a hawser into another ship 
and in this way establish communica~ 
tion. 

Following this experiment came one 
with a wire. The end of the wire which 
the kite bore away from the ship was 
dropped upon the deck of H hotshi 
Dauntless, where it was secured by the 
electrician of the ship and attached to 
a telephone apparatus in waiting. The 
other end, which had remained aboard 
the Daring, was also attached to a 
telephone, and as soon as this task was 
completed. the two ships were 


(IN PERFECT COMMUNICATION. 


The kite remained suspended, secured 
by the two lines, for more than four 
hours, during which time communica~ 
tion between the Daring and Dauntless 
was uninterrupted. The kite was pull-

on. In this case an operator aboard the 
flagship could carry a conversation with 
his* fellow operator aboard one 
of the fleet without difficulty, An Ad- 
miral’s orders could be easily transmit- 
ted from time to time, and often ayoid 
what is now considered necessary boat 
service. It might be thought that the 
flying of a kite under these circum- 
stances would be a matter of extreme 
difficulty, but kite flying under the lat- 
est methods has become a science.

Fish as a Fertilizer. 


A communication has been received 
at the Fisheries Department, Ottawa, 
from a gentleman in Prince Edward 
county, asking for information regard- 
ing the proposed establishment of a fer- 
tilizer and oil factory. It is proposed to 
use in the factory the dead fish which 
are thrown up annually by the thous- 
ands on the shores of Lake Ontario, 
These fish have proved a perfect nuis- 
ance along many portions of the lake, 
especially in the summer time, when 
their rotting pollutes the atmosphere to 
the annoyance of the summer residents 
at pleasure resorts. They are known as 
Menhaden, and were introduced into 
Lake Ontario by the late Seth Greene, 
the celebrated fish culturist. They are 
a sea fish, but being migratory in their 
habits often find their way to fresh wa- 
ter. In the case of those planted in 
Lake Ontario, however, they have sim- 
ply remained there and died by thous- 
ands every year. Factories similar to 
the one proposed to be established in 
Prince Edward are already in existence 
on the Atlantic coast.

As an example of the way in which 
archwology has in modern days upset 
the theories of those who attacked the 
Bible with the feeble weapons of im- 
perfect knowledge, we may tuke tne 
story of the Flood. 
Many years ago it was the common 
assertion of infidel writers that no place 
for the Flood could be found in the re- 
cords of the past as exhibited by ex- 
humed literature. But more than 20 
years ago Mr. George Smith discovered 
a Babylonian account of the Flood 
which agrees in all essential particulars 
with that of Genesis. Sisuthros, son of 
Ubara-Tuta of Surippak, builds the ark 
or ship. ‘The purpose of it is to preserve 
‘all the seed of life.’ Another account 
gives the name of the builder as Adra- 
Khasis, and he expostulates with Ea 
(God) that a ship never was made to 
sail over the land. The former account 
goes on to state the building of the ark, 
the pitching within and without, its di- 
vision inside, the beginning of the Flood, 
the destruction of all flesh, the ground- 
ing on Mount Nizie, the sending forth 
of dove and raven, and the coming 
forth and sacrifices of Adra-Khasis and 
his companions. The Epic in which 
this account occurs is attributed to the 
year 2350 B. C, 

Tt is further known that this is only 
one of several Babylonian versions of

CORRESPONDENCE. 


To the Electors of the Municipal- 
ity of the Village of Stirling. 


LADIES AND G PpN,--Our usual- 
ly peaceful village been greatly ex- 
cited over an election lately for the 
choice of councillors to serve for 1897, 
and as the cause is not generally known 
I will proceed to give a review of the 
whole matter. In the spring of 1896 
much talk and speculation was indulged 
in to induce some one to supply a long 
felt want in our midst, namely to re- 
build and equip a first class roller mill, 
and as no one could be induced to take 
hold of the enterprise, the council met 
and offered to ¢ one taking hold of it 
a remission of taxes on the said property 
for a term of ten years. It was moved 
by I. B. Parker and seconded by Hiram 
Ferguson and carried unanimously, 
and advertised in our local paper here. 
due consideration and at serious 
as the enterprise was not consider- 
a profitable one, we were induced at 
serious disadvantage to engage in it, 
and accepted the offer of the council for 
the remission of taxes for ten years, the 
terms to be a first class up to date roller 
mill. The mill was completed in about 
three months, and in order to satisfy 
the council and the public that we car- 
ried out our part of the contract, we 
made a public opening day, invited the 
council in a body and the public gen- 
erally to inspect it, and the mill was 
pronounced first class in every way, 
and has sinee given the best satisfac- 
tion and brought a large increase of 
trade to the village. About the month

mer proceedings. And as the election for 
new councillors would be in a few days 
more, Mr. Ferguson would not carry 
out his former proposition and so per- 
sistently voted against it, however the 
majority carried out their obligations.

Modern discovery has 
Mr. Tomkins’ 
aphorism quoted above by proving that 
the Hittites, or children of Heth, were 
a very real power, able in the days of 
Elisha to contest the empire of Western 
Asia with the Egyptians, and still 
powerful enough in the days of Jehoram 
to be very useful allies and formidable 
€nemies, infinitely more powerful than 
the little kingdom of Judah. Pentaur, 
the Egyptian poet, has left us an entire 
Epic. poem on the deeds of Rameses 
against the Hittites in only the first of 
many campaigns against them. But it 
is noticeable that 16 years later ‘' the 
great king of the Hittites” makes a 
treaty with Rameses which effectually 
proves that they treated together as 
equals, for the treaty is sealed by the 
marriage of the Pharaoh to the daugh- 
ter of the Hittite king. 

Thus the criticism alluded to has been 
turned upon its author, who is shown 
to have himself been unacquainted with 
the contemporaneous history. 

My object in writing these few notes 
has not been to give any full description 
of modern discovery, but merely to in- 
dicate tho fact that archeology, which 
50 years and more ago was regarded as 
one of the best weapons of sceptical 
criticism has broken in the hands of 
those who used it, and in breaking has 
pierced the very heart of sceptical infi- 
delity. ‘‘I called thee to curse mine 
enemies, and lo! thou hast blessed them 
altogether,” 

The subject of archeology has been 
elaborately treated by many eminent 
men who haye devoted years to the 
study of the subject. Prominent among 
these archeologists are Professors Sayce 
and Rawlinson. The American Tract 
Society, New York City, issue ** His- 
torical Evidences,” a dollar book, by 
Sayce and other writers, who deal with 
the Old Testament, presenting not only 
evidence from archeology but from 
other branches of Christian Evidences, 
Prof. Rawlinson’s * Historical Illus- 
trations of the Old Testament” is a val- 
uable. treatise, of which an excellent 
edition is issued by H, L. Hastings, of 
Boston, who adds a highly important 
preface. Every student of the Script- 
ures should procure a copy of this book 
which costs 80 cents. The publications 
of The Americon Tract Society and H. 
L, Hastings are all well worth reading. 
Let the inquirer after truth not be con- 
tent with what skeptical critics say in 
regard to the attitude of archmology to 
Scripture, but let him examine the writ- 
ings of such an authority as Rawlinson 
or of any of the other really first class 
authorities upon the subject.

THE DIVINING ROD STILL HAS STAND- 
ING IN ENGLAND. 


August Personages Who Testify to the 
Powers of the Water Finders—How a 


Frenchman Tracked Murderers—Lady 


Milbanke Was a “Water Witch.” 


Psychological sharps have been deeply 
stirred by attempts mado to fathom tho 
mystery of tho ‘dowsors."’ You may not 
know what a dowser 1s, and when you do 
know you will probably discrod!t tho oxist- 
once of such a person. A dowsor is a man 
or woman who is possessed of sume curl- 
pus occult force which gives tho owner tho 
powor to locate hidden streams of water 
flowing 200 or 400 foot below the surface of 
the earth. A dowser can walk overan un- 
known piece of country and point out tho 
exact spot where a well or pipes can be 
sunk. He can tell the exact depth at w hich 
wator will bo found, and also tho number 
of gallons an hour which can be pumped 
ADowsers aro sclontifically termed hydro- 
scopists. Tho presence of subterranean 
yator hasa peculiar offect upon thoir norv- 
ous systems. Tho dowser, when prosecut- 
ing his work, always carries a hazel twig 
in his hands. When he reaches o spot 
whore water is flowing underneath, tho 
hazol twig bends and points downward. 
This sounds fantastic and unreal, but the 
truth of it must be acknowledged or the 
testimony of somo of tho most respected 
British peors doubted. Tho psychic folks 
who havo been investigating the dowsing 
mystery have collected a mass of corrobo- 
ratiye fact from scores of great landowners 
and mon who stand high in the opinion of 
tho public. Those men are either liars or 
the doings of the dowysers are real, 

Thero are flyo or six professional dowsers 
in England, and the leader of thoso isa 
young man of 80, named Leicester Gataker, 
Ho is accumulating a fortune by his ourl- 
ous work, and he is kept so busy that he 
employs 40 assistants, who complete the 
work his strango faculties map out. Dows- 
era havo recently been employed by such 
august personages as tho Duke of Rutland, 
tho Dukoof Beaufort, the Duke of Grafton, 
Lord Jersey, Sir E. Welby Grogory and a 
hostof othergof like prominence. Dowsers 
domand rich pay, and it would seem that 
{f peoplo of the caliber of those just named 
did not havo faith in tho art they would 
not take cognizance of it by patronizing 
it and paying well for it too. 

It js practically agreed among thoso who 
hayo studied the matter that the gift is 
not only racial with the British, but sec- 
tionul, as all of the dowsers come from tho 
wost country of England. This is account- 
ed for by tho fact that dowsing has oxisted

It is claimed that some dowsers aro ablo 
to tell of tho presence of tin and other 
metals beneath the earth’s surface by using 
tho hazel twig, or divining rod, as it used 
to be called. Such o faculty would, of 
course, be of yast benofit to a mine owner, 
as ho could discover tho presence of metal 
without first going to the expense of sink- 
ing a shaft. 

More than a score of books have been 
written on tho subject, several of thom by 
American students of the art, and from 
some of these it is learned that in olden 
times wiolders of the divining rod used it 
for a yarloty of purposes, oftentimes with 
success. It was commonly employed for 
the solution of mysterious murders and 
for tho hunting down of criminals, In 
Franco it was used in the last century, 
but the priests frowned upon it, and even- 
tually the practice was abolished. It may 
be mentioned thatin tho time of the in- 
quisition dowsors wera put to death as 
workers fn black art. 

Regarding the hunting down of crimi- 
nals by the divining rod, one of tho last 
casos on record happened in Franco in the 
early part of the eighteenth century. A 
certain Jacques Aymar, a native of Dau- 
phiney, kept a wineshop and apparently 
took in lodgers. Ono day oinan and his 
wife were murdored and their bodies hid- 
don in Aymar’s collar. In spitoof tho 
fact that the murderer left behind a bottle 
and a bill hook wrapped in straw he could 
not bo traced, and tho detective skill of 
the period failed to find any clew. 

Aymar himself had a reputation for the 
uso of tho rod, od when he introduced 
this instrument of divination into the cel- 
lar it became disturbed ot the spot whore 
the man’s corpse had lain. As ho op- 
proached the site of the woman's corpso, 
Aymar himself became exojted and fever- 
ish, and tho rod was violontly agitated. 

Following the indications, he traced three 
assassing step by step down through the 
city to tho river Rhono and down the 
Rhone from Sablon to Beauclairo, where 
the annual fair was belng held; tlion to 
tho prison, where, among 14 prisoners Jato- 
ly charged, he pointed out one, committed 
for petty theft, who confessed his share in 
the murder, Unfortunately the others os- 
caped. 

In the elxteenth and soyenteenth cen- 
turies dowsing was evidently an extensivo 
industry. Thore is a book written in 1682 
by the Baroness of Beausoloil, in which 
she gives ao list of 150 mines discovered by 
horsolf and her husband by use of tho di- 
vining rod. From 1560 to 1700 no less 
than 46 separate works on tho subject of 
dowsing wero published, and when it ig 
remombored that book writing and print- 
ing in those days were rare things tho 
importanco of the subject can be imagined. 

Lord Byron's mother-in-law was a dows- 
er, a3 shown from the following extract 
from the momoirs of Mra. Do Morgan: 

‘Lady Byron's mother, Lady Milbanko, 
had tho faculty of using the divining rod 
anil was often asked by her neighbors and 
tenants in Durham county to exercise it 
for thoir benoflt when they wanted to sink 
a well. Lady Byron told us that she had 
seon her mother's hands held tightly by 
Dr. Fenwick, a well known sclontiflo 
physician in tho north, who, going behind 
Lady Milbanke, pressed the fingers of each 
hand, holding it so as to make the stick 
point upward in the air, Noyertheloss, 
whon the lady bad walked a fow stops the 
twig suddenly turned round and, defying 
the doctor's hold, pointed to the ground 
With such ylolonco as to tear tho skin from 
tho flpgora and oven to draw blood.’’ 

Americans had somo exporionce with 
fako dowsers in tho early mining days of 
California, whon a number of Spaniards 
appeared among tho miners with alleged 
divining rods, which thoy claimed would 
point out the golden treasure in the hills. 
Kanoy prices wore paid for theso rods, 
which, of course, wore absolutely worth- 
leas, —Washington Post,

MAHOGANY. 


For Every Tree Cut Two Others Aro 
Pinnted to Keep Up the Supply. 

It will undoubtedly be news to many 
that tho vast mahogany forests of Nica- 
ragua are controlled in Boston. The cut- 
ting and shipping of the immense exports 
from that country are a great enterpriso in 
themselves, to say nothing of bringing it 
here and manufacturing it into lumber. 

Employed in Nicaragua and the United 
States of Colombia by Mr. Emory are from 
1,000 to 1,500 native workmen and lum- 
bermen. These are under American bosses. 
The trees from which mahogany furniture 
is made yary in ago and size. When cut, 
they range in age from 25 to 50 years, and 
some of them are eyen 75 years old. They 
ayerage 25 inches or more in diameter and 
run as Jarge as 40 inches, and even more. 
For every nahogany tree that is cut two 
others aro planted, and thus the forests are 
practically inexhaustible, 

From tho time that tho tree ts felled to 
the hour that it is dumped off the steamer 
at the Chelsea docks is an eventful life for 
the mahogany log. The tree is cut into 
the proper lengths, and then comes the 
tedious journey to the coast, where it js 
taken on board the vessels bound for this 
port, The greater part of the cutting is 
done during the dry season, which in the 
United States of Colombia begins about 
tho Ist of December.

At Confederation there were only 3,- 
638 post offices in Canada. There are 
now 8,832.

Mix the best powdered rice with 
a little cold water; then gradually 
add boiling water till a proper consig- 
tence is acquired, being careiul to keep 
it well stirred all the time; lastly, it 
must be boiled for one minute in a 
clean saucepan. This paste is delicate 
and beautiluily white, almost trans- 
parent, and is weil adapted for fancy 
paper work, or other things requiring 
u& strong and colorless cement. 

Waterproof Glue—Glue is rendered 
waterprool by first soaking it in wa- 
ter until it becomes soft and _ then 
melting it with gentle heat in linseed 
oul.

HAVE EYES ALIKE. 


Woman in Politics. 


Outside our own Dominion the colony 
whose political fortunes are attracting 
most attention is New Zealand, which, 
since 1891, has been setting an example 
in experimental legislation of the pro- 
gressive type. 

The general election recently held 
there has again returned the Liberal 
party, now led by Mr. Seddon, to power 
—though by a slightly diminished ma- 
jority. 

Since the granting of complete woman 
suffrage the educational system, which 
even before was entirely free, secular 
and compulsqry, and was supported en- 
tirely from the national revenue, has 
been much improved by provision being 
made for technical education and the 
improved skill and status of the teach- 
ing staff. Another result of the influence 
of the woman vote has been seen in the 
Stringency of the liquor laws—indeed, 
total Prohibition was nearly the most 
important—though defeated—issue in 
the late election. 

The representative of the colony in 
England, the Hon. W. P. Reeves, re- 
cently said in a speech alluding to the 
results of woman suffrage: 

“In nineteen cases out of twenty. I 
suppose, families in New Zealand vote 
pretty well together. Daughters vote 
with their fathers; sisters, as a rule, 
though not always, vote with brothers ; 
wives, I believe, as a rule, vote with 
their husbands, or, if you like to put it 
the other way, husbands vote with their 
wives; but it certainly has not produced 
much domestic discord. 

‘* Now, what is the effect; what is the 
trend of woman's influence in politics? 
Both in New Zealand and South Aus- 
tralia the result has been to return to 
power the party which granted the suf- 
frage. 

“T should say that the influence of 
women in politics tends certainly to 
bring the temperance, the license ques- 
tion to the front, and already, I think, 
in New Zealand, you can see that they 
are disposed, some of them at any rate,

A Winnipeg despatch says‘ ir Rod- 
erick Cameron, who has been at Rat 
Portage for some time, has made a big 
contract with the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Company.

They 
are to get 100,000 barrels in the four 
months following December last. Fifty 
cars, each containing two hundved bar- 
yels, left the Keewatin Mills during De- 
cember, and seventy-five cars are 
pected to be shipped this month. Sir 
Roderick’s firm, R. W; Cameron & Co., 
has offices in London, England, New 
York, and Sydney, Australia. They are 
large shippers of merchandise, both by 
their own vessels and by others. They 
have contracted for all the available 
space for carrying flour on the Canadian 
Pacific Railway steamships sailing to 
Australia to forward the flour contract- 
ed for with the Lake of the Woods Mill- 
ing Company. his Australian market 
is a grand thing for the wheat growers 
of our western prairie, It gives them 
better prices, and keeps the flour mills 


A gang of firebugs have been arrest- 
ed charged with setting fire to barns in 
the township of Melancthon.

Incidents of m Trolloy Ride Through the 
Large Sowers of Paris. 

The main sewers of Paris aro periodical- 
ly clearod by moans of scrapers carriod on 
boats or cars, ‘These conyeyances aro also 
ueod for conveying visitors through tho 
largo sowers under tho Rue de Rivoli and 
tho Boulovards Sevastopol and Des Malos- 
horbes. Those exhibitions take placo four 
times o year, {n spring and autumn, ond 
nbout 8,400 visitors aro admitted yoarly. 
Until 1894 these cars and boats were drawn 
by mon, but tho Jabor and expenso wore 
found to be so excossive that now tho trac- 
tion is done ontirely by electric motors, 
talking curront from accumulator batterlos 
on the boats or cars. These main sewers 
aro in section very similar to an ordinary 
tunnol; but in tho floor 1s formed tho roc- 
tangular channel for tho sewage, while 
round the roof aro fixed tho water and 
compressed air maina, the telegraph ond 
tolophone wires, etc, he sewer under tho 
Boulevard dos Maloshorbes ts tho larggost. 
It is 18 foot 414 inches wide, 10 feet high 
from floor to roof, and tho sowago channel 
{n the floor is 8 feet 644 inches deep and 9 
feot 10 inches wido, Boats are used in this 
channel. 

Tho othor sewers are amallor, the chan- 
nels in thom being only 8 feet 11 Inches 
wido and from 8 fect 11 inches to 6 feet 7 
inches deop. In these, cars aro run, the 
flanged wheels of tho cars running on the 
edges of tho channel, which aro protected 
by angle bars, and from tho rails. The ap- 
proximate weight of a train of flve cars 
with 100 passengers on board is about 7 
tons 12 hundredweight, and this trayols at 
the rate of 834 miles per hour. Tho accu- 
mulator battery consists of 28 elements

Chickens in Boston. 

In the limits of Boston it is often an 
offense, punishable with a $50 fine, to 
keep or kill a chicken or fowl of any 
kind, The same statute also forbids the 
sale of live fowl on the streets or in the 
markets, The slaughter of the feathered 
tribe must all be conducted in one build- 
ing that the authorities hayo dosignated 
for thut purpose, To keep folks from 
raising chickens on their own premises 
seems a bit tyrannical, but the regula- 
tion was made in the public interest, and 
done for sanitary reasons, 

Tho business of keeping fowla in tha 
crowded residence sections had developed 
grave abuses. Some of the dealers woro 
in the habit of confining large numbers 
in the basemonts of their dwellings; 
others cooped them in the narrow and 
dark passages between two houses, 
Slaughtered on the premises by the hun- 
dreds, there arose from such places an in- 
tolerable stench, and an entire nelghbor- 
hood would be polluted by the foul 
odors. ‘his gaye rise to such frequent 
complaints that an iron-clad regulation 


Was cnnoted that puts everbody on tho 
samo plano.

House of Commons Debate. 

In some respects, but not in all, the 

English house of commons is like our 
house of representatives, There aro cor- 
tain formalities, however, which would 
seem strange to American legislators. In 
““The Commons at Work,’’ in Temple Bar, 
the method of a big parliamentary discus- 
sion is described: 
“A big debate often lasts a fortnight— 
that is to say, it is carried on during the 
Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Fri- 
days of two weeks, the Wednesdays being 
usually deyoted to the consideration of 
bills introduced by unofficial members, 
The order in which the leading mombers 
of the goyernment and of the opposition 
speak is previously arranged by the whips 
of the different parties, and the speaker, 
being informed privately of the under- 
standing, calls on these members in tho 
order appointed, no matter how many 
small men may at tho same time strive to 
catch his eye. A member of the opposi- 
tion always follows in debate a member of 
the government, The opening of a sitting 
and toward its closo, or before and after 
tho ‘dinner hour’—that is, from 8 till 7 
o’clock and from 10 till 12—aro considered 
the best and most favorable times for 
speaking. It is during those periods of 
tho sitting that tho ‘big guns’ on each 
side are brought into action. Under the 
rules of the*house all opposed business 
must cease at 12 o’clock, and the member 
who at that hour moves the adjournment 
of the debate has the right to open it the 
next evening. If a member of the goyvern- 
ment speaks Jast at night, the adjourn- 
mont of tho debate is moyed by an oppo- 
nent of the government, and, vice yorsa, if 
& member of the opposition concludes bis 
speech at midnight, a supporter of the ad- 
ministration secures tho adyantage of ro- 
suming the debate on tho following even- 
ing."

M. Opport presented to the I'rench acad- 
emy a chromo-lithographio reproduction 
of manuscript No, 8,878, from tho library 
of tho Vatican. It js an Azteo ritual, Ib is 
complete, in perfect condition and still in 
the original binding. The facsimile, ub- 
lished at the expense of the Duo do Lou- 
bat, reproduces the original to tho slight- 
est detail, oven the binding, for instance, 
boing represented with perfect exactness, 
It is accompanicd by three pamphlets, tho 
first prosenting an bistorica) study in Ital- 
jan by R, P. Ehbrle, prefect of the Vatican 
library. This states that the first mention 
of the manuseript is found jn tho cata- 
logue edited in 1596, but that it had been 
in the Vatican before that dato, haying 
been receiyed there, without doubt, undor 
tho librarianship of Cardinal Amul, and 
very probably in the yoar 1666, The two 
other pamphlets, in Fronch ond in Span- 
ish, aro the work of M, F. del Pasoy 
Troncaso, director of tho Musoum of Mex- 
foo. M, dol Puso deseribos with great care 
the manuseript of tho Vatican and proves 
that in the reproduction mado by Aglio 
toward 1880 for the groat work of Lord 
Kingsborough the order of its pagos was 
completely reversed, At the close of the 
Spanish pamphlot the author has arranged 
a caroful comparison of the plates of the 
English publication with the leaves of the 
original manuseript.—Paris Debates.

TO STAIN FLOORS. 


A Bit of Housewife Information of Service 
at This or Any Other Season. 

The knowledgo of the nse of stains and 
varnishes and how to polish and clean 
furniture ts invaluable to an cconomical 
housekeeper, who oan onaelly, with tho 
help of an intolligont maid, keep her 
honso clean and bright and freshen it up 
when need be, without calling In the ald 
of an expensive workman, Formerly 
stains were confined to the colora neurly 
resembling natural woods, but of late 
colors are used—groens, blues, rads and 
yollow—whioh partake in no renso of the 
nature of paint, but are stains pure and 
slinplo, showing the grain of the wood, 

The most fashionable stain ab present 
for cottngo furniture is groon, not a sage 
green, bnt good, old-fashioned regular 
groon, which whon rubbed well into the 


pores of the wood and then polished 1s 
really beautiful. Tho two transparent 
colors, Prussian blue and raw sicnna, 


make, when mixed together, an excellent 
green, orifa brighter tint is desired, 
gamiboge and Prussian bluo, A vory 
little of tho latter gocs o great way, as 
it is altogether the most powerful color 
known and completely overcomes any 
other pigment if mixed in equal pro- 
portions, Instulning, it should be borne 
in mind that it ia not paint, but stain, 
and that a very little should be used, a 
pound being sufliclont to stain a whole 
sot of furniture. 

To get a good color the wood must be 
light. Oak, yellow or white pine, maple, 
any of these are suitable, and the more 
grained the better, the moro effect of 
bird’s-eye maple, the heayy markings of 
oak and the ploturesque knot so often 
seen in yellow pico, all coming out 
particularly well through tho translucent 
color, 

Tho best way to apply stain and bring 
out the grain of the wood is to put it on 
quite thick and then rub it off with a 
linen or cotton rag, and {t is absolntcly 
nevossary that the wood shonld be in its 
natural condition without paint or var- 
nish, By sending a special order to tho 
manufacturers it is easy to get sets of 
furniture without elthor; but if it is 
an open piece that is to be renovated it 
must be thoroughy scraped. After stain- 
ing, n coat of hard oil finish may be 
applied as a filler, and then, after St is 
dry, itshould be rubbed all over with 
the prepared beeswax that comes in cans 
for floors, and then rubbed with a flannol 
cloth until it is quite shiny and bright. 
After the wax is rubbed on if should be 
allowed to harden before polishing it. 
Prussian blue alone makes a very pretty 
peacock bluo stain, raw sicnnaa yellow 
or orange, according to the amount of 
color used, crimson lake a lovely red, 

burnt sienna an almost exact imitation 
of new mahogany. <All these are what 
Gre called transparent colors, and are, 

therefore, especially adapted for stains; 

but even opaque colors, if put on thin 
enough to show the grain in tho wood, 

produce sometimes very pretty effects. 

White on certain woods has a milly 

opalesque coloring that is yery harmoni- 
ous with delicate chintzes. Light blue, 

canary yellow, apple green and pink all 

may be used on woodwork as stains if 
applied in the way that houso pointers 
call ‘‘priming’’—that 1s, one coat of 
paint put on sothin that it shows the 
markings of the wood beneath. Georgia 
pine looks particularly well when treated 
in this way.

A 
danger, which, however, promises in the 
long run to exceed any of these in 
serigusness, lies in the new policy ad- 
opted by the British South Africa com- 
pany, under which the conditions ex- 
isting in Rhodesia prior to Lobengula’s 
death are virtually to be revived. While 
the company is to exercise final control, 
with practically all the power it had 
before the late war, the Matabole chiefs 
are to have their old positions and au- 
thority over the various bands restor- 

ed to them, and are to govern in their 

own way. Apparently, the only check 

upon them is the appointment of Bri- 

tish native commissioners, who are to 

advise with them with respect to ad- 
ministration, and to act as mediums 
between them amd the company, and 
also between them and the employers 
of labor. 


The inevitable effect. of this arrange- 
ment willl be, of course, to prevent the 
application of civilized laws to the pro- 
vince, and to impede the progress of 
civilization, the chiefs being certain to 
retain their old rules and customs, 
and, further to reduce the individual 
Matabeles to a condijtion of serfage, if 
not of slavery. The main purpose of 
the company is to secure a certain 
supply of cheap labor for the mines; 
and as the chiefs will make all con- 
tracts amd will exercise their old au- 
thority, the natives will be compelled 
to labor whether willingly or not, and 
at wages which they haye no voice in 
fixing. As they detest working un- 
derground from superstition, the disci- 
pline of both the chiefs and their em- 
ployers must be oppressive, and as the 
chiefs will take a percentage of their 
wages, and the employers will pay the 
rest in store checks, they will get no 
money at all. If this is not slavery, 
it closely approaches it. for the native 
is given no choice in the premises and 
and will receive no silver; and it can- 
not be justified on the ground that 
compulsion is necessary to his educa- 
tion in industry, for the’ Matabeles, it 
is said, appreciate the value of money, 
and are quite willing, if fairly paid, to 
work for it. The only justification 
that Englamd has for being in Africa 
is that the native races will be elevated 
by her rule, but it is difficult to see 
where the uplift comes in in such an 
arrangement though the certainty that 
the oppression for which it provides 
will increase the discontent and degra- 
dation of the dark races is patent 
enough.

Offences of Which They Were 


Apart from common jails and prisons 
the © are five penitentiaries in the Do- 
minion of Canada. These penitentiaries 
are under the control of the Federal 
Government, and are situated at Kings- 
ton, Ontario; St. Vincent de Paul, 
Montreal; Dorchester, New Brunswick; 
Stony Mountain, Manitoba; and New 
Westminster, British Columbia. The | 
total number of prisoners confined in 
these institutions in 1895 were 1,277 of 
whom 1,249 were males and 28 were 
females. 

By three year periods since 1881, the 
following is the average of convicts in 
the penitentiaries:—1881-3, 1,163 males 


41 females; 1887-1889 1,149 males and 
26 females; 1890-2, 1,248 males and 24 
females, 1893-5, 1,281 males and 81 fe- 
males. So that it will be seen that the 
average number has been on the in- 
crease. 


IN RELATION 'TO POPULATION. 

Considered in relation to the growth 
of population, it appears that one per- 
son out of every 3,981 in the Dominion 
was in penitentiary in 1895. Taking 
the whole average of the period 1881- 
1895, there was one convict to every 
3,976 persons. 

In the five penitentiaries last year 
$32 prisoners were discharged by ex- 
piration of sentences; 18 died during 
imprisonment; 73 were pardoned and 
only two escaped. The two who es- 
caped belonged to Kingston penilen- 
tiary, no convict in any of the other 
penitentiaries having succeeded in es- 
caping for the year ending 1895.

An analysis of these figures shows 
that 16 per cent. of the crime were 
offences against the person, 73 per cent, 
against property, 3.7 per cent. were 
forgery, and 7 per cent. for otner fel- 
onies and misdemeanors, The average 
for the three years preceding 1895 show 
the offences against the person to have 
been 20.8 per cent., offences against 
property 69.9 per cent., forgery 3.3 per 
cent., and other offences 6 per cent, 0! 
the whole. ‘laking these figures as an 
index in a general way, il appears that 
offences against the person have de- 
creased, but that other felonies and mis- 
|demeanors are on the incréase. 

BIRTH-PLACES OF CONVICTS.

| place in Canada, 7,7 per cent, came from 
| England, 2.7 per cent. from Scotland, 
|3.1 per cent. from Ireland, 9.4 per cent. 
from the United States, and 44 per 
cent. from all other countries. 

When it is considered that the census 
of 1891 gave Americans only as 1.7 per 
cent. of our population, it is clear that 
in proportion to the number in Canada 
those born in the United States supply 
by far the largest quota to the peni- 
tentiaries. ; 

Regarding youthful convicts,the table 
relating to ages shows that in the 1883- 
5 period 171-2 per cent. of the convicts 
committed to the penitentiary were un- 
der 20 years of age. Inthe 1886-8 period 
of 151-2 per cent.; in the 1889-91 peri- 
od, 14.6 per cent.; and in the 1892-94 
period only 13 per cent,

justified in discharging him from their 
service. Motion dismissed with costs. 


The hotel men of the Midland district 
held their first annual dinner at the 
Hotel Quinte on Friday night last, and 
it was largely attended by representa- 
tives from the different towns and vil- 
lages. Among the guésts, as given in 
the report of the Belleville Sun, we no- 
tice the name of Sir Mackenzie Bowell. 
In his reply to a toast he spoke as fol- 
lows, as reported by the Sun :— 

““Mhe Parliament of Canada’ was re- 
plied to by Sir Mackenzie Bowell, who 
thanked all around the board for their 
kind reception of him. He said that he 
considered that the closing of the bar in 
the House of Commons was @ narrow 
piece of hypocrisy and that the ostenta- 
tions mannev in which the closing was 
roclaimed was an evidence of that 
act.” 

Sir Mackenzie has heretofore had the 
reputation of being a good temperance 
man. In fact we have heard him speak 
very strongly against the drinking cus- 
toms of the day. We should be sorry to 
think he had changed his views on the 
temperance question, yet we think his 
remarks as given aboye require some ex- 
planation. If there was hypocrisy in 
closing the Commons bar, wherein does 
the hypocrisy consist? And was there 
not something worse than hypocrisy in 
the fact that the Senate refused to close 
their bar, the closing of which would 
have banished liquor from the Parlia- 
ment grounds?
